Interest in Light Firm 
Inspires Police. 


HARRISON WAXES WROTH.

Charges were made yesterday that Coroner 
Peter Hoffman's interest in the Tesla Auto 
Light company Might be responsible for the 
activity of the police department agalnst 
motors whose care ere equipped with any 
other light and number plate. Richard 
Snowhook gnd Zach Elkins of the Chicago 
AutomBbile Trade association said they had 
received information the coroner had ap- 
proached supply dealers in Michigan ave- 
nue, urging them to add this light to their 
stock, Mr. Hoffman is said to have admitted 
his interest in the company. 

The coroner made this admission, they say, 
in August, 1912. Shortly afterward Chief of 
Police McWeeny issued an g requiring. 
more stringent enforcemen€-of the tail light 
ordinance. At that ume circtlare advertis- 
ing the Tesla light were sent out to automo- 
bile owners. These circulars conteined let- 
ters from Chief McWeeny and Fred d, Shaf- 
fer, chief of the Evanaten police, indorsing 
the light. 

Motorists arrested for defective tall lights 
or number plates usually received this cir- 
cular, it is said, the day after they appeared 
in court. They also are said to have received 
> ua a copies of letters from Chief Me- 
Weeny and Chief Sheffer. 

City Hall Employe Accused. 

Coroner Hoffman is not the only official 
accused. The representatives of the trade 
association mentioned a city hall employéas 
being especially interested in the light. 

Mayor Harrison said last night he would 
place the matter of any city offender in the 
hande of the civil service board if charges 
Were brought. He insigted he knew nothing 
of the matter other than that the police de- 

partment had recommended at least three 
different makes of tail lights and number 
plates. He knew nothing of Coroner Hoff. 
man’s interest in the matter and said he hed 
notcheard of it before. 

The charges Unking McWeeny’s office and 
the coroner were the climax of a de@y’s fight 
between the city administration and the mo- 
toring organizations of the city.

“Only a rigid guaranties should be es- 
tablished. If a quarantine law is only half. 
heartedly enforced, as it is in most places, 
there will be many cases of contagion on 
the streets, in schools, churches, and other 
publie places. Under such circumstances 
parents who have more confidence in their 
local government than they should have 
will allow their children to go aroutid and 
to come in contact with contagion that they 
have been led to believe is in quarantine. 

“If, on the other hand, the local govern- 
ment frankly announces that no quarantine 
for any disease will be established, parents, 
instead of ‘having a blind, misplaced con- 
fidence in an untrustworthy health adminis- 
tration, would keep their children at home, 
amd so protect them.

STOCKYARDS A MENACE.

against fire. The great seaport of Germany, 


Hamburg, with its more than million popa- 


lation, makes very clear its belief that the 
people, who pay the cost of fire protection, 
should also be entitled to all the profits from 
fire insurance. Ata rate which is leas than 
half of that prevailing in the United States 
the city of Hamburg itself insures the prop- 
erty of all its citizens against the hazard of 
fire. 

In New York the installation of a high 
pressure water system saved property own- 
ere at once about $750,000, representing 
the reductions in insurance premiums due 
to the better protection. In Chicago the 
insurance companies agree that they will 
reduce their rates 5 per cent over all the 
territory protected by a high pressure sys- 
tem. That would represent a saving of, 
perhaps, a quarter of a million yearly. 

In a test of the New York service twenty 
two-inch streams were thrown at one time 


more than a hundred feet higher than the 
of of a fourteen story building.

BATTLESHIPS. ON WAY? 


Austria Makes Demands on Al- 
lies Regarding Forced Con- 
version of Catholics. 


LONDON, March 20.—Austria, possibly 
with the assistance of Italy, is contemplat- 
ing isolated action to stop the bombard- 
ment of Scutari, which, it is now alleged, 
is being directed against the town instead 
of the fortress, and finally enforcing. the 
powers’ decision that Albania shall be an 
autonomous state and that Scutari shall 
remain part of it. 

Of course Montenegro and Servia will first 
be given the opportunity of withddrawing 
fromthe task of subduing the town, which, 


even after its capture, it that occurs, must, 
according to the powers, be given up by the 
allies. 


Auetbtan Warships as Clubs. 
Part of the Austrian fleet has already let 


for the Montenegrin and Albahlan coasts.

object of the warships is to carry out maneu- 
vers it is apparent that their presence 18 
designed to impress. Montenegro and Servia 
with the determination of Austria to prevent 
the further cannonading of the civilian 
section of BScutari and to obtain satisfac- 
tion for the alleged foretble conversion of 
Catholics and interference with the Aus- 
trian tseamer Skodra. 

The Montenegrin delegate in Londoh, M. 
Popovitch, speaking for his government, de- 
scribes as untrue or trivial the tncidents 
for which Austria is demanding satisfaction. 

But whatever truth or importance they 
have, the bitterest feeling on the part of 
Austria has been aroused ,and the press and 
public of Austria-Hungary are demanding 
action. 


Force Conversion of Catholics. 

According to dispatches recéived by the 
Vienna papers 400 Albanian Catholics at 
Djakova, weeping and wailing, were forced 
to join the Orthodox church, the soldiers or- 
dering them to choose between orthodoxy 
and death. At six other villages the residents 
were similarly converted. 

Various accounts are printed of the death 
of a Catholic priest named Palie, but all 
agree that he refused to renounte his faith 
and was beaten to death. 

The Austrian official account says that the 
Montenegrins are trying to destroy the town 
of Scutari and that shells, instead of being 
aimed at the fortress, are directed against 
the town where the citizens are in a state of 
panic, some of them taking refuge in the 
cathedral. 

It is expected that the Austrian to 
will prevent the Servien reinforcemente, 
whieh left Saloniki aboard six transporte 
yestérday, from landing on the Albanian 
coast.

GIRLS APE THEIR WAYS? 


: Fashions and Customs Adopted 


by Wealthy Said to Lead 
Many Downward.

Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Speciai. J— 
Do working girls go wrong from indulgence 

in extravagances resulting from imitating 
the fashions and customs of the rich? 

This is a question which will be propounded 
by the O’Hara vice committee to the wit- 
nesses at the public hearing it will hold in 
the Willard hotel on Saturday following the 
call on President Wilson. It is a question 
that will be put particularly to eleven wealthy 
society women of Washington if they respond 
te the invitations received today from the 
Iumois committee. 

The eleven women are Mrs. Nicholas Long- 
worth, Mrs. Preston Gibson, Mrs. Edson 
‘Bradley, Mra Henning Jennings, Miss Kath- 
erine Jennings, Mrs. Christian Hemmick, 
Mme.

Mme. Riano, wife of the Spanish minister; 
Mre. Hunt Slater, Mra. Huntington Wilson, 
‘and Mrs. Murray Crane. 


. Emulate Richly Gowned Women? 
The statement that girls living in Washing- 
ton are led into extravagance by the exam- 
ple set by the rich women of the capital was 
made recently at a meeting of members of 
organizations interested in the study of so- 
cial economics. 7 
Girls hear of society women smoking ciga- 
rets and drinking cocktalls at Washington 
dinners, and straightway begin smoking cig- 
arets and drinking cocktails, according to 
this account of conditions. For many girls 
this is said to be the introduction to a life of 
‘immorality. 
Stanley Finch, federal prosecutor of viola- 
tions of the Mann act, will be asked about 
the alleged existence of a white slave cir- 
cuit something like a theatrical circuit. The 
committee has received information that 
-guch a “circuit” is operated from a New 
York headquarters, The girls, it is said, are 
sent from New York to Boston resorts, thence 
to Buffalo, Chicago, St. Louis, and New Or- 
leans. On reaching New Orleans the girls 
are returned to New York by boat and start- 
ed over the circuit again.

CALL RICH WOMEN | WAGE RAISE FOR 4,600 GIRLS 


Harvester Adds 700 to 800 In- 
creases Originally Planned. 


FIXES MINIMUM PAY AT $8. 


In Effect Monday; Adds $75,000 te 
the Annual Pay Roll. 


Clarence S Funk, general manager of the 
International Harvester company, an- 
nounced yesterday that the proposed increase 
in wages of 800 women and giris to a mini- 
mum of $8—the first concrete result of the 
white slavery senatorial investigation—had 
led the company to plan a raise in the sal- 
aries of 700 other female employés. 

We found by investigation that the wom- 
en and girls who already were. getting $8 
would expect to be paid more than green 
hands, who formerly were getting $6 and who 
will now get a minimum wage of §8,”’ said 
Mr. Funk, This will result in a horizontal 
graduated increase which will affect prac- 
tically every woman and girl in our employ. 
Instead of merely raising the wages of 800 
it means that 1,500 will be benefited by the 
new rule. 


Raise Effective on Monday. 

“The new pay schedule will go into effect 
Monday. It will cost the International Har- 
vester company about $75,000 annually to put 
through this scheme. At present the lowest 
Priced girls in our employ get $6. Even the 
most ignorant and unskilled of the foreign 
girls are never paid less than that. 

We consider $8 a living wage for a girl, 
whether living at home or not; it makes no 
difference. Our welfare workers have been 
studying this question for several months 
and decided that $8 was about right. Of 
course if IHinols should pass a minimum 
wage law making $12 the legal wage we 
would at once give the girls another raise. 


In Line with Policy. 

This increase is in line with our policy to 
| better the conditions of our employés as 
much as possible. We already have granted 
them Saturday afternoon holidays the year 
round and abolished night work for women 
and girls. Engineers are now working on 
various devices to remove dust from work- 
rooms.”’ 

The new wage schedule will affect directly 
about 700 girls in the Chicago twine, canvas, 
and core mills of the International Harvester 
company. The balance are employed at the 
Auburn, N. V., and St. Paul, Minn., twine 
mills of the company. 


BIG GIFT FOR WELFARE WORK. 
New York, March 20.—A gift of $650,000 by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Milbank Anderson for social 
Welfare laboratories to be conducted by the 
New York Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor was announced by the 
association tonight. The gift is the largest 
single one ever made to the a®sociation, and 
so far as is known to any organization fora 
similar purpose except the separate founda- 
tions, such as the Russell Sage foundation. 

The gift is not for the relief of dependent 
individuals or families or for charity organi- 
zation but is to be used exclusively to foster 
preventive and constructive social measures. 
Establishment of experimental! laboratories 
for purposes of testing proposed measures is 
a part of the program under which the fund 
is to be utilized. In general it is intended to 
foster those activities which are calculated, 
in the words of the donor, to prevent sick- 
ness and thus diminish poverty, such as the 
promotion of cleanliness and sanitation, and 
aid in securing a proper food supply.“ 

The gift, the asso.iation announced, makes 
possible a new social welfare department. 
Extension of public bath work, of the work 
of serving hot lunches to school children ap- 
proximately at cost, and of increasing clinic 
facilities for treatment of physical defects of

Mrs. Hope McEldowney, living in La 
Crosse, Wis., reported to John H. Tobin, act- 
ing captain of the detective bureau, yester- 
day that she had been swindled out of $15,500 
by a man who gave the name of Charles

Mrs. McEldowney gave Crane the money 
to invest in stocks and bonds after several 
weeks’ correspondence and a visit to Chicago. 


Took Her on Auto Rides. 

Crane, she told the police official, had an 
elaborately furnished office in a building at 
North State and Lake streets. 

After several automobile rides and suppers 
Crane induced the widow to give him the 
money to invest. He then gave her notes for 
the amount. Failing to hear anything from 
her “investments,” she came to Chicago on 
Tuesday and found the office locked and 
learned from the janitor that Crane had 


moved. 


Crane, who, it is believed, has operated un- 
der the names of Prof. Robert Milton.“ 
Prof. Ross,“ and Prof. Stone,“ has been 
sought for some time on different charges. 

Told Woman's Fortune. 

Mrs. Rapp told the police that she met

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GAS KILLS FIVE OF FAMILY 


3 Men and 2 Women Are Dead 
Through Loosening of Tube. 


ALL FOUND IN THEIR BEDS. 


Sons Showed Evidence of Having 
Tried to Arise. 


A rubber gas hose, defective or leaky, 
caused the deaths of five members.of the 
same family some time between yesterday 
morning and last Tuesday night. 

Their bodies were found yesterday morning 
when) neighbors smelled the fumes of gas 
and broke into the home, 2685 North Lawn- 
dale avenue. Mother, father, two brothers, 
and a sister had died in their beds. They are: 

Engbert Cornelson, 56 years old, machinist. 

Mrs. Amelia Cornelson, his wife, 52 years old. 

Engwald Cornelson, 28 years old, machinist. 

Jacob Cornélson, 21 years old, typewriter repair- 
man. 

Jentiie Cornelson, 16 years old, a clerk. 

Mrs. Charles Rieger who lives on the first 
floor, grew suspicious because it was so quiet 
upstairs. . Yesterday she. sent her son 
upstairs to see if any one were sick. The 
boy smelled. gas, the Shakspeare avenue 
police were called, and the door was broken 
open. 

A rush of gas fumes that nearly over- 
whelmed the police accompanied the break- 
ing in of the door. Every window in the 
place was opened and the Commonwealth 
Edison pulmotor sent for. 

Jacob and Engwald lay in the bed off the 
kitchen, the position of their bodies indicat- 
ing they had been aroused by the escaping 
gas and had tried to arise. : 

A rubber gas hose that swung limp from 
the open jet. showed the cause of the tragedy. 
It had been attached to the gas stove. Noth- 
ing else in the flat had been disturbed. 

So far as can be learned the members of 
the Cornelson family were last seen alive on 
Tuesday night.

„Now take a piece of paper and clean up 
that spot or Ill arrest you,“ the officer is to 
say to the offender. If the man objects then 
he is taken to jail and fined the limit by the 
judge.

SUFFRAGETS BURN 
$100,000 MANSION 


Leave Evidence of Their Work 
at Home of Lady Amy 
White in England. 


ALSO FIRE GOLF CLUB. 


Olive Hocken Plaeed on Trial for 
Destroying Property on Roe- 
hampton. Links. 


LONDON, March 20.—Two“ arson squads ” 
of militant suffragets succeeded in destroy- 
ing $100,000 worth of property today. 

One squad burned down the country resi- 
dence of Lady Amy White at Einglefieid 
Greén, near the Thames. The other squad 
fired the buildings of the golf club at Weston- 
Super-Mare, a fash.vnable summer watering 
place in Somersetshire. Pe : 

The White house was a big unoccupied 
mansion standing in spacious grounds. The 
flames were discovered at 1 o'clock this 
morning, and at that time had such a start 
that the efforts of the local fire brigade were 
hopeless.

Traces of olle and inflammable materials 
were found scattered about the house, while 
around the. grounds were papérs inscribed 
Stop torturing our comrades in prison,” 
Votes for Women,“ By kind permission 
of Charles Hobhouse,” the last being a refer- 
ence to the recent taunt of Chancellor Hob- 
house, that women lack the real revolu- 
tionary spirit by men who burn and sack in 
support of their cause.“ 

Two women on bicycles were seen in the 
neighborhood half an hour before the fire 
was discovered. 

The incendiaries of the golf pavilions also 
escaped.

Suffraget Placed on Trial. 

Miss Olive Hocken, the militant suffraget. 
cherged with firing the pavilion of the Roe- 
hampton Golf club, was put on trial today. 

A large assortment of suffraget ‘‘weapons” 
was introduced as ewzhibits against Miss 
Hocken. The exhibits included telegraph 
wire cutting apparatus, bottles of acids and 
corrosive Luiu, hammers, flints, tools for 
forcing windows, false identification plates 
for automobile, ropes, cottonwood, rape oil, 
fire lighters, candles, paraffin, a suit of work- 
man's overalls, and a set of pole climbérs. 

The case was adjourned for a week. 

A housemaid, Margaret MacFarland, who 
adopted mifitant tactics when she started a 
crusade today in behalf of legislation in favor 
of domestic servants, was sentenced to five 
months’ imprisonment. She had broken sev- 
eral windows in a Bond street store.

HICAGO was given a tip yesterday on 
adequate housing when Dr. Peter H. 
Bryce, chief medical officer of the de- 
partment of the interior of Canada, ad- 
dressed. the City club on “How Must the 

Land Problem Be Dealt with to Facilitate Good 
Housing?’ Dr. W. A. Evans, former health 
commissioner of Chicago,. was also A speaker at 
the meeting, which was largely attended. 

After reviewing the housing problem from its 
earliest inception, Dr. Bryce gave some em- 
phatic views on the solution of the problem in 
Chicago. 

“TI advocate a rural Chicago,” he said. “The 
potato patch of the evil days from 1891 to 1895 
in the city will not be forgotten and the proposi- 
tion is but an extension of this and of the pur- 
chase of suburban areas at such prices as shall. 
make possible the individual house for the single 
family. 

At existing prices it would require $100,000 to 
purchase 1,000 acres of land to divide into 
twenty acre blocks for fifty families of 250 per- 
sons. Another $60,000 would be required to 
erect cottages and equip the farms for work. 
The people so housed would devote their labor 
to producing farm products at normal prices for 
consumption in the city.”

Dr. Evans, speaking on similar lines, said: 

“As health commissioner I was not especially 
anxious to see an effort made to tear out our 
slums. Why? The property occupied by the 
rambling shacks is worth many thousand dollars 
an-acre. As they now are, the owners are will- 
ing. to take the pittance produced by rents, ex- 
pecting to make their profits out of prospective 
purchasers spe peg mm purposes. Had we forced 
the tearing out of the old structures, had we 
tried some positive policy instead of the ‘ laissez 
faire,’ our tenement districts would have built 
up with six story tenements wholly occupying 
the ground and reeking with dark rooms, sim- 
flar to the barracks of Berlin and the tenements 
of New York.”

NE of the most delightful of the season's 
series of concerts under the auspices of 
the Chicago Chamber Music society was 
offered yesterday afternoon in the Or- 
chestra hall foyer, with Brahms, Bach, 

and Beethoven represented in the program. 
* Particularly interesting, as typical of a school 
of pianistic art that is scarce today, was the 
‘playing of Ernst Perabo, the venerable Boston 
artist. Considerably past 60 and of ‘rather 
frail physique, Mr. Perabo's art gave no evi- 
dence that advancing years have weakened 
i. big technique. Rather there ts refinement and 
quiet authority and a devotion to the spirit 
ot Bach that age cannot impair, It is quite 
possible that there is less vigor than twenty 
“years ago, but if so Mr. Perabo is discreet 
in his choice of engagements, for the chamber 
music requirements in this direction are not 
severe. 
His reading of the chromatic fantasy and 
“fugue revived a forgotten version of the art 
of Bach. Its spirit, more fragile, more elu- 
sive, and more poetic than that pursued by 
modern. virtuosi, suggested the tone color of 
the harpsichord. 80 did the rippling technic— 
expert, flawless, with a precision so exact that 
it hinted at coldness. In the more grateful 
passages of the succeeding number, the 
‘Beethoven triple concerto, op. 66, arranged 
for piano, violin, and ‘cello, that effect was less 
marked. The approval of the usual re- 
served audience of the Chamber Music society

The program opened auspiciously with the 
Brahms quintette, opus 111, given by the Chi- 
eago String quartet, assisted by George Dasch, 
‘viola.

Cubists Invade City Today. 


Officials of the Art institute expect to receive 

this afternoon the first consignment of paint- 
ings from the exhibition of the Association of 
American Painters and Sculptors recently held 
in New York City, 
The exhibition will de formally opened to the 
public next Tuesday. More than 1,000 pieces 
will be shown. In the exhibition will be the 
much heralded works of the European futurists 
and cubists, These probably will occupy a room 
by themselves, 

A statement issued yesterday by F. J. Gregg, 
a New York representative of the exhibiting 
committee, expressed a desire to correct a popu- 
lar impression that the entire exhibit was made 
up of the freak works of the foretgn artists. 

“The extremists whose work is shown in the 
exhibition make up but a comparatively small 
proportion of the artists included,” says the 
statement. It is therefore absurd for anybedy 
to describe this show as freakish. In selecting 
the works, beginning with Ingres, an effort was 
made to include as many as possible of the men 
who broke away at one time or another from 
the prevalent tendencies. The impressionists 
were laughed at in their day by a public that 
did not understand. Then Cezanne, Cauguin, 
and Van Cogh mystified the public. Ce'zanne 
now looks like an old master compared with the 
modernists.”

Cooking Cheaper Meats. 


I count my fireless ‘cooker a saving on the 
gas bill for cooking cereals and the cooking 
of cheaper euts of meet. We have our coal 
put in direet from the ear when the weather 
is good during the summer and always save 
considerable in this way. We have nourish- 
ing foods well cooked instead of much pastry 
and rieh cakes, use quantities of milk, eggs, 
and cereals, some meat, hut not always daily. 
About ence a month I buy a liver, several kid- 
neys, a heart, and some tripa Many people 
do not eat these meats, but we find them 
ered for a variety and they are not expen- 
siyv 

1 brofl part of the lwer, and make an onion 
gravy, which we all like on our bread. I cook 
the heart in the fireless cooker, and when 
done I pour vinegar over it and put it away 
for a day a week off. I get the tripe which 
is elven cooked and pickled for 10 cents a 
pound. I cut it up and pour a pint of vinegar 
over it after heating it and adding one-half 
cup of brown sugar to it. Allow this to stand 
for several days in a fruit jar sealed and it 
is fine. 

The kidneys and remainder of the liver I 
stew and add onions and potatoes to it. I re- 
move one quart of the liquor, which I save 
for broth, Half an hour before I am ready 
to serve my stew I make a drop dumpling of 
one cup of flour, one teaspoon of salt, and 
two teaspoons of baking powder and stir it 
up with one cup of milk. I drop this from a 
spoon into the stew and allow it to cook for 
twenty minutes without removing the cover 
of the kettle. For the next day I serve the 
quart of broth which I have reserved and add 
two tablespeonfuls of rice Or a few noodles. 

We have a boiled dinner once in a while 
and that is not etpensive, and another week 
we have sauerkraut and spare ribs with dump- 
lings. Baked beans and brown bread we have 
often. Creamed carrots are another of our 
favorite dishes whieh we think inexpensive. 
When I have a roast I get a large one, as 
it eooks better as a roast. The second day 
we have cold slices from it or hot heef sand- 
wiches with a gravy. A third day we have 
creamed beef or a stew, and the remainder 
makes a g00d hash, croquettes, or salad. 

We always buy good materials fer clothing 
and keep them well cleaned and brushed, 
which makes them last long. We select col- 
ors that we will not tire of and wear them 
as long as they are good. Each member re- 
moves a pair of hose as seon as they discover 
a hole, as a small hole mended at once saves 
a big one and much energy on the part of 
the mother. Shoes are mended at once when 
they need it. We wear two soles to each pair 
of shoes and keep the heels straightened; also 
keep the shoes well polished, end that helps 
to gaye them. Rubbers are worn in stormy 
weather and doctor bills are saved.
